People may doubt or disbelieve 
what we say, but they will believe 
what we do. 


In this week’s issue of our paper 
we publish the levy list for 1885. 
This isa matter in which every tax 
payer is interested and which furn- 
ishes matter for reflectionand thought 
for all who are interested in or con- 
cerned about the management of 
county affairs. The present board of 
county commissioners is the first in 
the history of Garrett county in which 
the majority were Democratic, and it 
will be well for the calm and dispas- 
sionate reader to remember that the | 
present board was elected on the idea 
that retrenchment and reform were 


for 
Ot 


necessary. We take it granted, 

too, that the people have not forgot- | 
ten the many promises of reform | 
made by the Democrats of this coun- | 
ty, and by the present board of com- 

missioners particularly and especi- 

ally. Now that the last levy of the 

present board has been made and its 

administration practically ended, the 

people can examine the two levies | 
made by the present commissioners 
and see whether their promises have 
been made good ornot. Wesuppose | 
the commissioners will claim that} 
they have made a material reduction 

in the taxes. That the present levy | 
is less than the levy of last year we | 
grant, but when we add the two levies | 
made by this board we find they ag- | 
gregate $2.90, or an average of $1.45 

per year. This is the highest tax rate 

for any two years in the history of 
the county. The highest aggregate 

for any two years under a majority of 

Republican commissioners was $2.55, | 
and of the only two years where we | 
had a fall Republican board $2.13}. | 
The highest tax rate in any year un- 

der a majority of Republicans is less | 
than the present levy, which is the | 
lowest under a majority of Demo- | 
crats. When we undertake to ac-| 
count for the high rate under the pres: | 
ent board we do not find that it levied 

more money for public schools and 

county roads than is usually levied, | 
Whilst it is a notable fact that the 

estimate for jurors and State wit-| 
nesses is far below the needs of the| 
county, and before the next Muy 

Term is over the next board of com- 

missioners will have to borrow $800 | 
or $1,000, and perhaps more, to meet | 
a deficiency in this particular. With | 
past experience to guide them it! 
seems to us a stupid piece of folly to 

leyy so far below the required sum | 
for this purpose. 

Pursuing the same line the basis of | 
taxation has been increased, we are | 
told, something over $140,000. This 
if we are not sadly mistaken, is mere- 
ly an increase upon paper, without 
any substantial increase in fact, and 
will return to be provided for by the 
next board in the shape of insolyen- 
cies. 

We do not propose to make any 
comments upon this matter now. We 
content ourself with a simple state- 
ment of facts and leave our readers to | 
draw their own conclusions.

says: The 
creased depression in general trade. 
The stoppage of the iron mills at the 
best can not fail to act as « further 
drag of trade. The volume of mer- 
chandise moved is not large. The 
demand tor fall goods is below antic- 
ipations, and in transportation circles 
freight rates are lower than ever, 
From Chicago to New York 10 cents 
per 100 pounds for grain represents a 
loss. Lake freights are as low as ever 
before, and yet tonnage and cars lie 
idle. The demand for produce does 
not existeyen at the very low cost 
of deliyery, The banks at Eastern 
and Western centres continue to ac- 
cumulate funds. Interest rates at the 
interior are lower than ever before, 
and in still other ways there are evi- 
dences of accumulating idle commer- 
cial machinery. 

The dry goods market is noticeably 
dull, and jobbers do not expect any 
improvement during the month, At 
Boston the volume of dry goods sta- 
ple lines which has been disposed of 
during the past season is said to be 
of fair proportions, but there is much 
The 
inference is made that the discounts 
to the trade exceed the rates com- 
monly reported. The corn crop in 
the Mississippi and Missouri valleys 
has all been planted. The Michigan 
wheat crop promises to equal the 
heaviest yield in that State, 
spring wheat crop progressing 
finely, and is up six or eight inches, 
with favoring conditions. The Pa- 
cific coast wheat crop now promises 
to be about 12,000,000 bushels short 
of 1884. There no reported im- 
provement inthe prospect for wheat 
in Illinois, Indiana or Ohio,

its weekly review of the wool trade

Iyan have disappeared entirely, hav- 
ing been completely engulfed in the 
awful convulsions. 

The fort at Gurais and the grana- 
ries in many parts of the Vale have 
been swallowed up. A large supply 
of rice and a considerable amount 
of money have been 
throughout the Vale of Cashmere to 
relieve the distress of the people. It 
is estimated that oyer 200 persons 
were killed. 


Wonders in Telegraphy. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—An ex- 
ceedingly interesting exhibition of an 
entirely new system of telegraphy, 
that bids fair to at least measurably 
revolutionize telegraphic and _ tele- 
phonic service, was given here to-day. 
There were present by invitation a 
number of New York and Philadel- 
phia capitalists, electricians and rep- 
resentatives of the press. The tests 
were highly successful. The most 
marvelous thing about the contriv- 
ance is the fact that a single ordinary 
telegraphic wire conveys the electric 
current and operates the receiving 
machine, In appearance the sending 
machine is yery much like an ordi- 
nary type-writer, The instrument 
has forty-two keys—the letters of the 
alphabet, the numerals and a few 
punctuation marks—and every letter 
orsign struck by the sending appa- 
ratus was instantly shown both upon 
that instrument and the receiver. 
Pressure upon any key caused a cer 
tain number of magnetic impulses to 
pass through the line. The number 
of these impulses differs for each let- 
and they bring corresponding 
letters on the type wheel of the re- 
ceiving instrument into such a posi- 
tion as to make the impression on a 
piece of paper. Any person who can 
read can transmit and receive mes 
sages through it as correctly as could 
the most experienced expert using

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The time is rapidly approaching 
when the Republican party of Gar 
rett county will be called upon to 
nominate candidates for the various 
local offices to be filled next fall.

The proper way to ob- 
viate difficulties of this character is 
to nominate good men, men who are 
competent, men who have the confi- 
dence of the people, and who will 
poll the solid yote of the Republican 
party, It is the most absurd nonsense 
in the world to suppose for a single 
moment that it is necessary to nomi- 
nate a man or men who can carry a 
few Democratic votes and thus be 
elected. What we want to do as a 
party is to nominate men who can 
poll the full Republican yote. In 
that case there will be no difficulty 
about electing our nominees. We 
would especially call attention to the 
importance of nominating good men 
for County Commissioners, Our taxes 
are very high, and many people be- 
lieve that with proper management 
the tax rate might be reduced, But 
we can not reasonably expect this if 
we elect incompetent men.

There seems to bea general and 
widespread complaint of hard times. 
Great business depression seems to 
prevailall over thecountry and affects 
all classes of business. There is a 
wide difference of opinion as to the 
cause of this business depgession, and 
nobody has been able to explain the 
matter to the satisfaction of all clas- 


ses. The hard times of which we as 
a people are complaining .seem to be 
felt with equal severity in England. 
An English writer says ‘‘that few 
Englishmen can recall a period of 
depression which for severity and 
duration can compare with that which 
that country now suffers from, and 
theend of which none are able to 
see.’”’ So seyere is the depression 
there, that all national ar 

likely to come to a stand still. In 
view of these facts the Government 
of Great Britain has appointed a 
commission to inquire into the causes 
of the present business depression in 
that country. Numerous opinions 
haye been advanced in explanation 
of the hard times. But the problem 
so far as we can see is still unsolved. 
There is one explanation which has 
been frequently referred to by politi- 
cians, political speakers and partisan 
newspapers to which we desire at this 
juncture to call attention. It 
often been asserted by the authorities 
above referred to, that the hard 
times in this country were produced 
by. and were the natural and ineyit- 
able result of our system of a protec- 
tive tariff, And because the Repub- 
lican party inaugurated the present 
system, it has been argued that that 
party was necessarily responsible for 
the hard times. The fallacy of such 
an explanation or ofsuch an argu- 
ment must, it seems to us, be appar- 
ent when we reflect upon the present 
condition of free trade England. 
England has no protective tariff, and 
whatever adyantages are to be deriy- 
ed from a free trade policy is her’s, 
Nevertheless she has all the suffering 
and depression of hara times, There 
is ample room to believe and to argue 
that our sufferings from hard times as 
a people would be much greater were 
it not for our system of prctection. 
And it is equally fair to argue that 
the greater amount of suffering in 
consequence of the hard times ‘much 
greater than ours) in Great Britain, 
isin a great measure due to the free 
trade policy of that country. What- 
ever may be the cause of hard times, 
we think the fault is not in the tariff.

McGreGor, August 3.—At 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Mrs, 
Grant and her daughter, and three 
sons and their wives, were in the cot- 
tage parlor on Mount McGregor, 
Rev, Dr. Newman and wife were 
also there.
